DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-7 are pending and under consideration. 

Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions, which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-4 a method of producing a macrolide compound. 
Group II, claim(s). 5 is drawn to an organism Streptomyces sp. AB-1704. 
Group III, claim(s) 6 is drawn to an organism Mortierella sp. F-1 529. 
Group IV, claim(s) 7 is drawn to an organism Microsporaceae AB-1896. 

3. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature-linking groups l-IVappears to be production of a macrolide 
compound from Streptomyces 1 1 107. 

However, Mizui et al. (US 7,026,352) teach production of a macrolide compound 
from Streptomyces 11107. (see abstract, columns, 159, 162, 174, 180, and claims 
specially claim 36). All these compounds have similar structures to formula I and 
formula II. Therefore, the technical feature linking the inventions of groups l-IV does not 
constitute a special technical feature as defined by the PCT Rule 13.2, as it does not 
define a contribution over the prior art. As set forth above, each of group l-IV has a 
special technical feature that is not required for the other groups. 

The special technical feature of group I is a method of producing a macrolide 
compound. 

The special technical feature of group II is an organism Streptomyces sp. AB-1704. 
The special technical feature of group III is an organism Mortierella sp. F-1 529. 
The special technical feature of group III is an organism Microsporaceae AB-1896.
